Despondent Over Years of Ill- 

Health He Took His Own Life; 

Funeral Held on Monday. 

An athlete of former years, who 
became despondent over seven 
years of ill-health, Paul Yagos, 30, 
on Friday afternoon inflicted fatal 
injuries to himself in his mother’s 
summer kitchen, off the main build¬ 
ing, and died in the local hospital 
two and a half hours later. 

Some years ago Paul was a star 
pitcher on one of Angelo Gentile’s 
baseball clubs. Sickness came upon 
him seven years ago, which he was 
unable to cure, despite the fact 
that on three occasions he visited 
specialists at Edmonton as well as 
other doctors. He had only worked 
thirty days during the past two 
years and for some time before 
that he had only worked inter¬ 
mittently. 

On Friday afternoon at about 
5.30 o’clock, he informed members 
of his family that he was going 
to shave. He went into the summer 
kitchen, where he inflicted a fata! 
wound with a 22 rifle. Shortly after 
he was found unconscious by his 
mother, who quickly summoned 
help, and he was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal. He passed away two and a 
half hours later. 

Surviving are his mother, two 
brothers and three sisters. His 
father predeceased him on July 21 
of this year. 

The funeral was held at 10 a.m.

being sung at Holy Ghost church, 
Rev. Father Sullivan conducting.

Canadian army has tjie lowest 
tuberculosis rate ‘‘by a considerable 
margin” of any army, a defence 
headquarters release said. 

Col. J. D. Adamson, consulting 
physician on the headquarters staff 
of army medical services, commented 
on the recent survey of tho troops: 

"In all tho four years of war, only 
684 cases have been returned from 
overseas, and of these, only 18 have 
died. Contrast this to 1914-18, when 
nearly 3,000 Canadian soldiers died 
from tuberculosis Infection contacted 
during their years of military service. 

“An Idea of the relatively slight 
disability caused by tuberculosis In 
Canada today may be gathered from 
the figures for 1048, when a total of 
only 85 new cases, most of them In 
the very earliest stages, were dis¬ 
charged from the army In Canada 
because of disease contracted during 
service."

Autumn in The Pass 

While at times envy may be expressed of those 
relatives and friends residing in milder climes, we 
cannot but praise the glorious Indian summer weath¬ 
er which sunny, southern Alberta is experiencing at 
the present time. A warm sun shines brightly from 
a blue sky each day, Nature has painted the autumn 
leaves in a dazzling array of colors which are beau¬ 
tiful to behold, while in the background members of 
the giant Rockies rise strong and true into the cloud¬ 
less sky. Truly, it is a time of the year when the 
foothills of the Rockies cannot be surpassed regard¬ 
less of where one may travel. Long may it continue. 

Mood Donors 

This week volunteers are being sought in Cole¬ 
man to give life-giving blood to the wounded and sick 
in far flung battle fields. A clinic is to be brought 
from Calgary with all the facilities so that those de¬ 
siring to give their blood, and by doing so might save 
an Allied soldier’s life, may do so. 200 volunteers are 
required. There is no doubt that the citizens of Cole¬ 
man who have contributed so magnificently to the 
war effort in war loans and war charities will come 
forward courageously to help the wounded and the 
sick to health and future happiness. 

Wage and Salary Controls 

Control over wages and salaries is as basic to the 
wartime economy of Canada as control over prices. 

The two are inseparably linked. 

An increase in labor costs is one of the items in 
the structure that leads to increased prices unless 
kept under control. Under inflation prices rise fast- — 
er than wages and salaries, so that with the increas¬ 
ed cost of living the worker is actually receiving less, 
even though wages may be higher. 

There are many other reasons for increased labor 1 
costs. Some of them are unavoidable. The use of in¬ 
experienced labor, absenteeism, and a high labor 
turnover all lead to an increase in costs of produc¬ 
tion. In addition, an increase in wage rates without 
a corresponding increase in labor efficiency will raise 
labor costs. 

When wage and salary control were instituted, 
two things had to be realized. First, the fact that the 
cost of living had been rising sharply for some time, 
made it unfair to freeze wages at an arbitrary level 
without at the same time taking other measures to 
check the rise in the cost of living. Secondly, there 
were many obvious inequities in the scale of wage 
rates in various sections of the country and in dif¬ 
ferent businesses. 

For-these reasons control of wages could not be 
too rigid. Wages were placed under control late in 
1941. To provide for increases in the cost of living, 
the Wartime Wages Control Order provided for the 
payment of a cost of living bonus in addition to 
wages, and based on increases in the cost of living 
index. When the wages control order was revised in 
December, 1943, it provided that the bonuses should 
be incorporated into basic wage rates as from Feb¬ 
ruary, 1944. Basic wage rates cannot now be increas¬ 
ed except on the authority of a War Labor Board in 
special circumstances. But if the cost of living index 
rises by more than 3% and remains at that level for 
two consecutive months, the government has prom¬ 
ised to review the whole program of price and wage 
control and take appropriate action. 

Provision was also made for settling the other 
problems of inequities and injustices. Although no 
wages can be increased without the approval of a 
War Labor Board, the Boards are empowered to 
make adjustments in cases of injustices. Labor is 
represented on these Boards. 

Salary control has been as strict as wage control. 
Under the Wartime Salaries Order, salaries were 
frozen at rates in effect in November, 1941. 

Salaries cannot be classified to the extent that 
wages can. Therefore, the latitude allowed wage 
earners to advance without permission from one job 
to a higher paid one, if qualified, or to the top of the 
range of rates for a job, has not been allowed the 
salaried worker. Salaries can be adjusted only for 
promotions involving added responsibilities and in¬ 
creased duties in individual cases, or under special 
circumstances. 

It has been estimated that there has been an in¬ 
crease of 25% in average weekly earnings since 
June, 1941, the earliest date for which it has been 
possible to make an estimate. This increase has been 
partially offset, of course, by higher income taxes 
and the increase in the cost of living. 

The whole point of the government’s stabiliza¬ 
tion program is to see that earnings aren’t further 
offset by additional increases in the cost of living. 

The co-operation of the worker in supporting every 
measure of price and wage control is essential to the 
plan. By uniting with other groups in a common ef¬ 
fort to keep the cost of living down, the worker is 
protecting his own income.

A Dangerous Guessing Contest 

The probable date when cease fire will sound in 
Europe is important to us because almost every one 
in this country has a vital interest in the ending of 
hostilities. Given the approximate date, families of 
men overseas can begin to estimate the time which 
must elapse before they receive their loved ones back 
home again. Labor has an additional interest in the 
date, in planning for the transition period overlap¬ 
ping war production and the new production of the 
peacetime goods. Business men, who must plot the 
future of their establishments with great care are 
especially keen to have some one give them an ap¬ 
proximate date of the conclusion of hostilities in 
Europe. 

Thus, when at various times, Mr. Churchill, Gen¬ 
eral Eisenhower, General Montgomery, Admiral 
Halsey and others have attempted to give the pub¬ 
lic an idea of the length of time it would take to fin¬ 
ish up the military campaign, their words have been 
read avidly. 

But in the wake of such statements, there has 
been a wave of other predictions from ten thousand 
minor and less informed circles. Especially since “D” 
Day, almost every man in the street has l>een taking 
a guess at the date of “V” Day. 

All of this might be harmless, were it not for the 
psychological effect that the contest has on people at 
large. For one thing, many led into the belief that 
the war is almost over and that the time has come 
for some relaxation at home. Further, when the war 
keeps its furious pace for weeks after “V” Day dates 
previously predicted, the morale of many people is 
unsettled! 

In these crucial days preceding the final knock¬ 
out, Canadians at home may again take their cue 
from Canadians at the battle fronts. Over there, 
none mark time, waiting for Germany to collapse. 
They are all on their toes, fighting as energetically 
as at any previous period of the war. Over here, our 
duty seems just as clear cut—a duty which calls us 
to work as hard as we have ever worked before, and 
to keep our production lines as vigorous as they have

Last week Mrs. George Evans 
received good news from her 
brother, Gaspard Henriet, of Brus¬ 
sels, Belgium, via Drumheller, 
that he, his wife and children had 


survived the Nazi ordeal and that 
they were all quite safe and well. 

The information was gained 
through a sister-in-law’s son in the 
RCAF, who reached Brussels re¬ 
cently and immediately went in 
search of his uncle, whom he found. 
He immediately sent word by air 
mail to his mother, who in turn sent 
the good news to Mrs. Evans. The 
latter’s mother lives approximately 
forty miles from Brussels, but to 
date the young airman has not re¬ 
vealed how she fared. 

Gaspard Henriet is well known 
by some in Coleman. He attended 
the local schools in his early youth 
and enlisted in Coleman for the 
war of 1914-18. After serving over¬ 
seas he returned to Coleman for a 
few years before leaving for the 
States and ultimately Brussells. 

Friends here will be glad to know 
that he is safe and well.

Letter To The Editor 


Editor, Journal. 

Dear Sir: 

I have read with interest the 
endeavors of the town council to 
have a radio “booster” located in 
Coleman. 

It is my sincere belief that fur¬ 
ther progress could be attained if 
Coleman would interest all Pass 
towns in having this booster locat¬ 
ed in the Pass. In union there is 
strength. It is my belief that the 
CBC engineer, who is to be sent 
into this territory to investigate 
radio reception conditions, will 
prove of no more value than the 
“trouble-shooters” who are sent 
here when agitation becomes so 
strong that radio department offi¬ 
cials have to send these men here 
to pacify radio owners. However, 
if all Pass Councils raised their 
collective voices in protest, the 
CBC would hesitate to accept its 
engineer’s report, should it prove 
unfavorable, against such concert 
ed protest as the councils of the 


Pass could bring to bear. 

In case the council is unaware of 
the fact, it should be noted that a 
booster should be located a few 1 
miles from town, as its intensity 
produces harmonics. 

There are “dead spots” in more 


or less degree in all Pass towns, 
and I would suggest that when this 
engineer visits town, he be given 
a guide who is acquainted with 
these dead spots so that he may 
be aided in making his report.

PAiUS.—With bitterly worded ref¬ 
erence to the lack of political single- 
mindedness among ,the Allies, Gen. 
De Gaulle told the French people 
they would have to depend "not on 
the benevolence of others," but. on 
their own efforts to naise France to 
her former greatness. 

In his first radio “fireside chat" to 
the French nation, Gen. De Gaulle 
said that while militarily united, "in 
other respects the Allies are states, 
each one of whom, while fighting the 
same enemies as we, pursues its own 
interests and makes its own policies.” 

The general, well known for his 
blunt speech, added, "Certainly many 
Frenchmen would wonder and griev 
at the place to which the other great 
powers have actually relegated 
France in everything that concerns 
the conduct of the war and prepara¬ 
tion for the peace.” 

Gen Charles De Gaulle charged 
that "the other great powers are 
treating France with neglect" 
planning the peace. 

Gen De Gaulle also declared that 
"those who thought Allied help would 
be rapid for the restoration of our 
industrial production have deluded 
themselves.” He said France would 
take the greatest possible part dur¬ 
ing the remainder of the war. 

"In spite of the terrible reverses 
suffered by the enemy,” the general 
said, “he has been able to re-estab¬ 
lish a front from Breda to Belfort. 
He is fighting hard in Italy. New 
efforts will be required."
